a latch responsive to said logic circuit for producing a first enable signal for controlling 
the powering up of a first voltage supply. 

470. The device of claim 469 wherein said reset circuit comprises: 

a plurality of series-connected buffers with a first one of said buffers responsive to said 
first output signal; and 

a logic circuit responsive to said first output signal and a last one of said series-connected 

buffers. 

47 1 . The device of claim 470 wherein said reset circuit is constructed such that the 
first extemal signal must remain within a predetermined range for approximately one hundred 
nanoseconds for said logic circuit to output said first output signal.
